ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 18 (AP) 
—Police early today arrested 
the last of five men charged 
with bombing a Jewish temple 
in Atlanta. 

Richard Bowling, 26 years old, 
described as a central figure 
in the case, was taken into 
custody by two detectives, act- 
ing on an anonymous tip, who 
found Bowling driving along a 
residential street in northeast 
Atlanta only a few blocks from 
The Temple on famed Peach- 
ree road. The detectives said 
hey had been informed Bowl- 


Named in the indictment re- 
turned by a grand jury yester- 
day in addition to Bowling 
were his brother, Robert A. 
Bowling, 25; V’allace H. Allen, 
32; George Bright, 35; and Ken- 
neth Chester Griffin, 32. Under 
Georgia law, all five could be 
given death sentences. 

The four men arrested ear- 
lier denied the charges in in- 
terviews at the Fulton county 
jail. They said they had noth- 
ing to do with the bombing. 

4 Held Without Bail, 

Judge Virlyn B. Moore of 
Fulton superior court ordered 
the four held without bail 
pending a hearing Oct. 22. The 
Fulton county (Atlanta) prose- 
cutor, Paul Webb, said he 
would oppose releasing them 
on bond.

Burkham, who is 48 years 
old and lives at 25 Danfield 
drive, Ladue, had to push the 
air mattress with Poindexter 
on it, although Burkham was 
near exhaustion. 

Poindexter, 53, had a lung 
operation this year, making 
swimming for an extended 
period of time impossible. He 
lives at 9758 Litzsinger road, 
Ladue. The men were sailing 
Poindexter’s boat from George- 
town, on Great Exuma Island, 
to Nassau, on a vacation-cruise. 

Streng Wind and Waves. 

“We had been in a rough 

sea most of the day last Tues- 
day,” Burkham told a reporter. 
“The wind was up to about 50 
miles an hour and the waves 
were steep. 
“Suddenly the boat was 
swamped in a shallow; it cap- 
sized and sank partly in a 
matter of minutes. We grabbed 
the air mattress and the inner- 
tube. It was about 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon. 

“We lashed the mattress and 
tube to the hull of the boat 
and spent the night being 
beaten about by waves and 
wind. There wasn’t a boat any- 
where near us that we knew of. 

“When the sun came up 
Wednesday morning we could 
see an island not too far away. 
Both of us had retained a 
mental picture of our naviga- 
tion chart and knew approxi- 
mately where we were. 

“I started swimming, push- 
ing the raft Poindexter had to 
ride on. It took about eight 
hours to reach the island, 
Had Saved No Food. 


“We had been unable to save 
any food or water from the 
boat, and by the time we got 
to that Asland, age races | aft- 
thirsty. t there wants 
soul on the ‘sane: it was com- 
pletely deserted. 

“The island was barren, just 
a bunch of sand and rocks with 
little vegetation. Fortunately 
we were able to find something 
like prickly pears for food, and 
some water in a hole in a rock 
formation. 

“After the meager meal, 
Poindexter and I collapsed, 
completely exhausted after the 
long period in the water. We 
slept all of Wednesday night.” 

When they awakened Thurs- 
day morning, the high wind 
and rough water had subsided, 
Burkham said. ‘“‘We started off 
on the raft again for the next 
island, but found no one there 
either, There are plenty of is- 
lands in the Bahamas but most 
of them are just deserted sand- 
bars with rocks. 

“We must have gone to at 
least three islands, maybe four, 
before we finally saw some 
sign of life. That was at a 
place called Rocky Point on 
the northern end of Great Ex- 
uma Island.” 

Burkham and _ Poindexter 
crawled exhausted onto the 
rocky beach and Burkham 
started out for help. He had to 
walk about four miles before 
seeing a house, he said. 

Boat and Taxicab. 

“The people at the house got 
a boat and took me back to the 
point to get Poindexter,” Burk- 
ham continued. “Then we re- 
turned to the house, called a 
taxicab and rode into George- 
town, where we were admitted 
to a governmentai district clin- 
ic Thursday afternoon.” 

They were treated by Mrs. 
Harry Etheridge, a physician 
whose husband was drowned 
two years ago not far from the 
place where Poindexter’s boat 
capsized. . 

Friday afternoon the men re- 


turned by plane to the Florida)

The families of the two men 
were not told of their experi- 
ence until last night, when 
Clarence Poindexter called his 
son’s wife here.

| Navy Super Constellation with 


29 men aboard plunged into 
the Atlantic in darkness early 
today while attempting an in- 
strument landing. 

One service man was killed 
and 10 are missing. Eighteen 
others were picked up by crash 
boats in a dramatic rescue in 
bad weather and darkness. 

The four-engine craft, 
equipped for radar patrol, was 
transferring personnel from 
the United States naval base at 
Patuxent River, Md., to Argen- 
tia air base. 

Coming in shortly after mid- 
night, it struck the water just 
short of the base’s runway, 
Crash boats from the Argentia 
base sped out to the scene and 
picked up survivors. A search 
was continuing for the missing. 

The plane was en route to 
become part of the United 
States barrier aircraft group 
that flies radar early warning 
patrols over the North Atlantic. 

Details of the crash were 
sketchy and the cause was not 
immediately known. Names of 


the men aboard were withheld |—

Navy Plane Believed Ditched 
in Pacific Near Guam. 


GUAM, Oct. 18 reconnals| 
Navy said today a reconnals- 
sance plane with four persons | 
aboard was believed to have | 
been ditched in the Pacific 
ocean between Guam and the 


| Philippines. 


A Navy spokesman at Guam 
said the plane may have gone 
down only about 50 to 75 miles 
west of Guam. 

The plane, attached to a 
photographie squadron at the 
naval air station at Guam, was 
en route to Guam from Man- 
ila. Aboard were the pilot, 
co-pilot and two crewmen. 

The spokesman said radio 
contact was kept with the plane 
until the time it is believed to 
have ditched. The plane’s pilot 
had reported earlier that one 
engine had quit and he was 
running out of fuel. 

Six Air Force and Navy 
rescue planes, two of them 
amphibious, and two helicopt- 
ers, were aloft on the search. 
Also ordered to the scene 
were several surface vessels. 

The missing plane was iden- 
tified as a twin-engined AJ-2P. 


Crippled Navy Plane Lands 
Safe in Ireland. 

SHANNON AIRPORT, Ire- 
land, Oct. 18 (AP)—A United 
States Navy Skymaster with 18 
persons aboard returned here 
and landed safe today after 
one of its engines caught fire 
over the Atlantic. 

The plane was about 650 
miles west of Ireland on a 
flight from Europe to Argenta, 
N.F., when the fire broke out. 
The plane later reported the 
blaze had been put out by au- 
tomatic extinguishers. It made 
Shannon with one propeller 
feathered. 


LOST BUOY DOES 
JOB TOO WELL, 
SENDS FALSE SOS 


LONDON, O Oct. 18 (AP)—A 
marker buoy from a British 
submarine bobbed in the North 
Atlantic waves today, sending

It was spreading a false 
alarm, for no submarine was 
in trouble. But its voice was 
heard by ships, by radio -sta- 
tions on the English coast and 
by some continental stations. 
The Admiralty was flooded 
with alarms. 

The submarine Teredo, safe 
in harbor, explained it all, and 
orders for a sea and air search 
were countermanded. 

The Teredo lost the buoy in 
a storm two days ago, and it 
started sending distress signals 
as it is supposed to do. 

“Faithful little buoy, but we 
wish it would stop,” an Ad- 
miralty spokesman said.

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Mr. Nixon Takes Over 


Vice President Nixon has always been 


known for his boldness as a_politician—at 
times when boldness suits his purposes—but 
he has never executed a more breath-taking 
maneuver than the one he carried out this 
week. ‘In one stroke, he elevated President 
Eisenhower te the position of elder statesman, 
and took over for himself the active leader- 
ship of his party. 

This came about through an amazing series 
of events which began with Secretary Dulles’s 
effort to eliminate foreign policy debate from 
the congressional campaign, What Mr. Dulles 
said in this connection was primarily. aimed 
at Democrats, but Mr. Nixon instantly per- 
ceived that it applied to him with equal force. 
Then President Eisenhower added his own 
endorsement of the Dulles point of. view. 
Asked whether he subscribed to Mr. Nixon’s 
campaign speeches on foreign policy, the 
President replied: 

“I do subscribe to this theory: foreign poli- 
cy ought to be kept out of partisan debate.”

There could have been no plainer rebuke 
to the Vice President. But Mr. Nixon, instead 
of accepting the rebuke in silence as he would 
have done a year or two ago, responded with 
a remarkable declaration that he intended to 
go right on debating foreign policy anyway. 
He said the President and he had differing 
roles, and while the President was taking the 
proper position in his role, “for us who have 
the responsibility of carrying the weight of 
this campaign,” a different course was required. 

We cannot recall a similar occasion when 
the No. 2 man in an Administration an- 
nounced to the No. 1 man that since No. 2 
was doing all the work of party leadership, 
No. 1 would be expected to leave the cam- 
paign decisions to No. 2. But even this was 
not the most astonishing part of the story. 
That came next day when President Eisen- 
howwer sent Mr. Nixon a telegram warmly 
endorsing Mr. Nixon’s decision that foreign 
policy belonged in the campaign, after all.

One of:the reasons Mr. Nixon gave for his 
conclusion was interesting. “After all,” he 
said, “in the case of the Senate we are elect- 
ing men who are going to make policy and 
people are entitled to know whether a Sena- 
tor, for example, believes that Communist 
China should be admitted to the U.N. or that 
it should not be admitted. This ought to be 
debated.” 

It is not quite true, of course, that Senators 
make policy. But they can influence it enor- 
mously, and do. Mr. Nixon, it seems to us, 
is asking that the Senatorial election this year 
be regarded as a referendum on the Admin- 
istration’s foreign policy as conducted by Sec- 
retary Dulles. He is asking that a Republi- 
can victory be regarded as a ratification of 
that policy—from which it follows as night 
the day that a Democratic victory must be 
regarded as a repudiation of it. 

Would Mr. Nixon really be willing to agree 
that in the event of a Democratic sweep Mr. 
Dulles should resign? In any case the Vice 
President went far this week to establish 
himself as the principal working leader of 
the Republican party. That may be almost 
more important to his future than who wins 
or loses on Nov. 4. 


Musical Chairs 


It would be wishful thinking to expect that 
the election of H, Lee Bruns to succeed Dr. 
James J. McCaffery as School Board president 
will signify any great changes in the Board's 
approach to the problems of public education 
in St. Louis. The presidency is hardly more 
than a post of honor, rotated among the mem- 
bers to suit their convenience. Aside from 
the power to appoint committees, the presi- 
dent has no greater voice in school affairs 
than any other member. 

Mr. Bruns, like Dr. McCaffery before him 
and Mrs. Irma H. Friede béfore him, has been 
a vocal leader in the Board’s anti-reform fac- 
tion, which is largely a creature of Democratic 
ward support. The new president led in 
overturning the Board’s indorsement of the 
“Unit Control” principle, in abolishing rules 
designed to protect school employes from 
being solicited for political lugs, and in kill- 
ing the Kearney report suggestions for 
money-saving reforms, especially in the po- 
litically-controlled Building department. 

On occasions School Board presidents have 
exerted considerable leadership in the com- 
munity by subordinating their special inter- 
ests to the interests of the system as a whole. 
If Mr. Bruns would do 80, he would deserve 
a cheer, but we would not advise anyone to 
hold his breath in anticipation.

Congress to pass a national law barring the

The movement gained strength this year 
from the McClellan labor rackets investiga- 
tion. But it is difficult to see how an anti- 
union shop law would greatly restrict such 
powerful unjons as the Teamsters. Undoubt- 
edly it would make organizations more diffi- 
cult for weaker unions. 

In California, Republican Senate Leader 
William F. Knowland is staking much of his 
campaign for Governor on an anti-union shop 
plank. But his party colleague, Gov. Goodwin 
J. Knight, running for the Senate, will have 
none of it. Another Californian, Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon, is noncommittal. So is President 
Eisenhower. Secretary of Labor James P, 
Mitchell openly opposes right-to-work. 

In Kansas, where right-to-work is an issue, 
former Republican presidential candidate Alf 
Landon is working vigorously against it, and 
in Illinois, where it is not an issue, Gov. Wil- 
liam G. Stratton recently assailed it for the 
first time. 

Gov. Stratton said he was against a “phony” 
effort to pass punitive legislation that “seeks 
to curtail the freedom of labor and manage- 
ment to bargain collectively.” And this at- 
tempt to substitute law for collective bargain- 
ing is the worst feature of the proposal. Vot- 
ers in six states should know that they are 
being asked to accept a drastic revision in 
labor-management relations, presented under 
an assumed name. 


That’s the Spirit 


Rutgers University, which initiated the 
game of football bv defeating Princeton in 
1869, has never had an undefeated football 
team. In fact, the aged New Jersey institu- 
tion “on the banks of the old Raritan,” as its 
song goes, has been living more on tradition 
than on victories in 89 years of football. That 
well-worn old slogan, “Do or die for dear old 
Rutgers,” has been largely unproductive in 
either exhortation. So we hasten to note, be- 
fore the next kickoff, that this year the Scar- 
let began by trouncing Princeton and is still 
undefeated in three difficult games. Presum- 
ably the old fighting spirit is still there, but 
reports from the Raritan emphasize two ex- 
pert tailbacks instead. 


Lessons After 100 Years 


History having turned out the way it did, 
Republican State Representative Ralph T. 
Smith of Alton had much the better of the 
1858 argument in the public re-enactment, 
with Democratic Representative Paul Simon 
of Troy, of the Lincoln-Douglas debate Sun- 
day afternoon at the debate site in the square, 
downtown Alton. With that advantage going 
to Representative Smith, his young colleague 
was entitled to draw two lessons for today 
from the famous senatorial encounters of a 
century ago. 

Mr. Simon’s first point for the present was 
that the voters in the days of Lincoln and 
Douglas were more interested in issues than 
are their descendants. (Imagine crowds stand- 
ing quietly in seven Illinois towns while the 
debaters talked in each place for three hours 
on the several aspects of the slavery issue!) 
The legislator who publishes the weékly paper 
at Troy welcomed the current debate on the 


Blue’ Ballot judicial amendment in Illinois, | 


but said a worthy way to celebrate the Lin- 
coln-Douglas debates would be to return to 
the “healthy American tradition of discussion 
of issues.” Voters, said Mr. Simon, would 
make better officials ‘of those they elect if 
they put their officeholders “on the spot 
much more than we are.” 

Representative Simon’s second point from 
the debates was that the issue then under 
discussion is even more before the nation 
now. The racial question threatened the na- 
tion in 1858. “Today,” as Mr. Simon said, “‘it 
threatens the world.” Giving his remarks im- 
mediacy,, he said that at the edge of Litchfield 


“he rectntly saw.a “clean, decent Negro family 


denied the right to eat a meal.” He then told 
of the letter.he. wrote the proprietor explain- 
ing why he believed the policy of discrimina- 
tion to be wrong. 

That is the kind of contribution which any 
citizen can make; it is the way each person 
can apply Lincoln’s humanitarianism a cen- 
tury later. If the Western democracies lose 
the struggle with the Communist side for 
the uncommiited peoples, the responsibility 
will rest on us all. What more urgent appli- 
cation can we make of the Lincoln-Douglas 
debates than that?

The Episcopal church has said a kind word

The cocktail party is a remarkable institution 
which continues to thrive despite almost uni- 
versal detestation, on the verbal level at least.

It is a statistically de- 
monstrable fact that the cost per head goes 
down as the number of participants in a 
cocktail party goes up, the result being that 
hosts and hostesses are under almost irresisti- 
ble pressure to knock off a lot of social obli- 
gations at one bargain swoop. And so every- 
body hates big cocktail parties, but everybody 
has them and everybody goes. | 
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What ‘Carloadings’ Tell Us 


Weekly Reports From Railroads Serve as Economic Thermometer 


From Investor’s Reader, 
New York City 


“Loading of revenue freight for 
the week ended Sept. 13 totaled 
665,999 cars, the Association of 
American Railroads announced .to- 
day. This was a decrease of 75,148 
cars or 10.1 per cent below the cor- 
responding week of 1957. Loadings 
for the week were 18.2 per cent 
above the preceding week (which in- 
cluded Labor Day.)”’ 


Every Thursday reporters in the 
press room of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in Washington 
pick up releases which, but for a 
change in dates and figures, are 
identical with the paragraph quoted 
above. Minutes later this stolid but 
significant prose is flashed across 
the country. Carloadings statistics 
are widely publicized because they 
are one of the most comprehensive 
economic indicators available on a 
weekly basis. 


Carloadings not only measure the 
amount of business done by the huge 
railroad industry, 
but also show 46 
per cent of the 
shipments by the 
nation’s manufac- 
turers and farm- 
ers. Trucks, ships, 
pipelines, etc. car- 
ry the rest of the

tion, carloadings are watched for 
quick indications of changes in busi- 
ness activity: 


This valuable indicator was born 
in. March 1921 when. the American 
Railway Association (a predecessor 
of the AAR) began keeping weekly 
carloading statistics. The figures are

teletyped and telephoned to the Car 
Service Division of the AAR by the 
113 Class I railroads which haul 99 
‘per cent of all rail freight. They are 
released five days after the week 
being counted has ended.

Carloadings are the total tally of 
freight cars of all sorts and sizes 
loaded with any type goods and sent 
on their way by a Class I road. Even 
if the trip takes the car over the 
tracks of a dozen other lines, it is 
counted as only one carload. 

The carloading addition is some- 
what akin to taking the sum of or- 
anges, oil and ostrich feathers. 
Freightcar loads can vary from 20 
tons or less to more than 200 tons. 

While boxcars represent about 42 
per cent of freight rolling stock, 
there are also open-topped gondolas 
which carry ore and sand; hopper 
cars with built-in shutes or emptying 
mechanisms to transport cement and 
flour. 

Lumber and piggyback trailers 
travel on flatcars. Perishable foods 
go by refrigerator car, oil and liquid 
by tank cars. All count the same 
in the weekly statistics. 

Furthermore, carloading figures do 
not show the’ difference between a 
shipment shuttled 20 miles and one 
consigned 3000 miles cross-country. 
Hence an AAR official concedes: 
“Statistics for the number of ton- 
miles freight is carried give a more 
complete picture than carloadings.” 

Ton-miles are computed by multi- 
plying the weight of the freight by 
the length of the journey. “Unfor- 
tunately, the railroader adds, “com- 
piling ton-mile figures is a tremen- 
dous task and we are always several 
months behind.” 

While there is no challenge to 
their week-to-week importance as 
short-range barometers, carloadings 
are poor indicators of really long- 
range trends. They fail to reflect 
the shift of railroads to larger cars 
and longer hauls. 

Between 1941 and 1957, the aver- 
age capacity of freight cars increased 
from 50.3 to 54.5 tons while the av- 
erage haul lengthened from 368 to 
429 miles. Consequently despite a 30 
per cent gain in total ton-miles, car- 
loadings dropped 16 per cent during 
the period.

QUINCY, Ill, Oct. 18 (AP) — 
Be careful, hunters, of a big 
white bird ‘traveling south 
| along the Mississippi river. It’s 
‘a whooping crane; one of the 
'rarest of the world’s winged 
‘ereattres. 

The crane was sighted in the 
bottoms south of Quincy 
Thursday and was identified 
by Arch Mehrhoff of the Unit- 
ed States Fish and Wildlife 
Service. It dined in soybean 
and wheat fields, and headed 
south yesterday, presumably 


for Texas. 


“Mehrhoff notified wildlife 
officials to the south to do all 
they can to provide safe pas- 
sage for the crane on the re- 
maining legs of its flight from 
Canada. He suggested hunters 
be warned not to shoot the 
crane in the erroneous belief 
it is a snow goose, 

The entire whooping crane 
population is reported to be 
only 35.
